tll^CB my last publicatioii of Scots Poems in 1812 (acta- 
^ted by the tpiiit of patnotism), I hare paid my addresies 
' fd'Md^molie, in purpose to dramatize some of the most 
' htt^tt alctioii^ and untimely ends of the most illustrioas 
ldng9 Md captains of antiquity of my native land, and 
^ther striking events recorded in Scottish story, wdrthy 
^/ the tragic ihuse ; therefore I gave the martial achieve' 
inehts of Sir Wllfiam Wallace, ais -a first essay of this ar- 
duous undertaking, to the public some years ago, whicli 
protied a complete failure, owing (according to the partial 
•opiidon of my friends) to its enormous length, and numl>er 
of S<[<eneB and characters, which rendered it unfit for 
"Iheaincal representatioli. • • * • • • • • • • 

If dtvvithstuicBng my mortification at the failure of my 
first attempt, 1 ^^ strung the lyre again,* ^ and in my leisure 
Momn composed King Robert Bruce, or the battle of Ban- 
noekbnm, and another historical Bve act play (pursuant 
to my plan), and peclmiary circumstances (a fate peculiar 
to poets) imperiously vxged me to publish one of them, 
so I resdred upon Bruce; but many of my friends, 
wd among tiiose several literary gentlemen, to whom I 
'Cflcmnmicated my intentions, who had previously perus- 
ed some of the following pieces, advised me to publish a 
^oisctipft of my Scots poems rather, assuring we Oiat 
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they would prove a far more profitable speculation than a 
play, and insinuated they would please ; and few, they 
obivprTed, would care for a play, unless it were acted 
«ifher in Edinbur^^h or London with eclat ; and eren some 
of our modern Macenases, the booksellers, a class of men 
not very apt to flatter authors, were of the same opinion. 

I was staiargi^red at their suggestions, and astonished 
how a few hasty home-spun effusions, written asrelkc^ 
tions from severer studies, as occasion called, should b« 
better received in this enlightened age by Scotsmen, (haa 
the noblest of our national subjects intended to meet tLm 
public eye. 

After long hesitation, and sounding those on the sub- 
ject whom 1 was sure would support me, I found ^em 
almost universally of one mind in favour of my poems, 
so I reluctantly yielded to their wishes. If their recep- 
tion by the public accord not with the anticipation of my 
friends, what I have already here advanced in their de- 
fence I hope will extenuate my intrusion. 

I conclude with returning my sincere thanks to my 
S4l>scribers, In enabling me, this sixth time, to appear 
in print before the public to meet its awi^rd,-— an encour- 
] Agement, 1. am proud to say, unprecedented, bestowed on 
any illiterate pretender to the poetical character lik* me 
in this part of the empire.
